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BASIL P. HOWELL 


THE HUMANE MOVEMENT internationally suffered a great loss with the pass- 
ing of Basil P. Howell, M.B.E. of Tunbridge Wells, England, on January 
TO cl 900, 

Basil P. Howell, M.B.E. was involved from the very beginning in the 
early discussions about the formation of the International Society for the 
Protection of Animals and subsequently served as a Director and First Vice- 
President from the foundation of the Organization until 1965 when he was 
elected President. 

Mr. Howell had a long record of animal welfare work in the United 
Kingdom, being first elected to the Royal S.P.C.A. Council in 1954. He 
served on the Finance Committee, General Purposes Committee and 
International and Overseas Committee, of which he was the Chairman. 
Mr. Howell took the keenest interest in all aspects of animal protection, 
and he was especially interested in the promotion of animal welfare work 
overseas and in the activities of the Royal S.P.C.A. branches and affiliated 
societies in many parts of the world. Because of his knowledge of the coun- 
try, Mr. Howell was of great assistance to the promoters of animal protec- 
tion legislation in India, whose efforts resulted in the passing by the All- 
India Legislature of the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Act, 1960. In 
recognition of his outstanding work for the cause of animal welfare through- 
out the world, the Massachusetts S.P.C.A. awarded Mr. Howell the Rowley 
Silver Medal, The American Humane Association its Certificate of Merit 
and the Danish S.P.A. its Gold Medal. 

Having known Mr. Howell since 1957, both as a colleague and friend, 
the writer feels a great personal loss. From the beginning of ISPA and 
during his tenure as President of the Society, Mr. Howell devoted himself 
to bring home to the people of the world the moral obligation resting 
upon any civilized community to see that all animals, domesticated and 
wild, are protected from cruelty and afforded relief from suffering. 


May we rededicate ourselves to this objective.

INSPECTION, INVESTIGATION AND QUARANTINE 


» Our Inspection and Investigation Department has 
>4 a busy and interesting year of activities. Many of our 
--se5 fall into various catagories and can probably be 
>ssidered routine. However, they all have their own set 
. individual circumstances. 

In May we received a complaint that a cat was 
~sed in a variety store in Roxbury and the owner had 
= been there for three or four days. Investigation by 
sector Walter F. Robinson disclosed that the owner

srough Mr. Robinson’s efforts we were able to locate

“Late Monday afternoon, when it was extremely

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cold, I noticed with surprise that the Charles River was 
still open—at least along the new Memorial Drive ex- 
tension. On Tuesday morning, my daughter and I saw 
twenty or thirty sea gulls together there on the river, 
which by then had frozen solid. This morning, Wednes- 
day, after we saw that the gulls were still in the same 
place—motionless and evidently frozen in the ice, I re- 
ported them to the Animal Rescue League. Now, at the 
end of the day, we have just been advised by the Animal 
Rescue League, that the ice had thawed sufficiently dur- 
ing the day, to enable the gulls to take off on their own— 
which the logy, half-frozen birds finally did following the 
noisy insistence of an Animal Rescue League squad. But 
for this prompt and persuasive response, I am quite sure 
that the birds would have been frozen in permanently, 
and that I would be going home tonight saddened both 
for the birds and for the loss of a daughter’s illusion about

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her father. So, I would like to send my thanks and ap- 
preciation for saving the gulls, and to the League in 
general for the fine work that it is doing in the commu- 
nity at large.” 

A dramatic and potentially violent case came to 
light in November when a group of students at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts publicly announced they 
would burn a live dog in front of the University’s Student 
Union in protest to the war in Vietnam. We received 
numerous Calls, letters and a telegram in rapid succession 
from as far away as Brunswick, Maine. Upon hearing the 
first student announcement, our Investigation Depart- 
ment contacted officials at the University and arranged 
to join their security personnel on the intended day of 
the burning. Inspectors Walter Robinson and Richard 
Flaherty spent the day, November 26, on the campus 
near the Student Union building. Fortunately there was 
no attempt to burn a dog, but a group of 100 or more 
people gathered in a demonstration against the war. 
They had used the publicity of the dog burning to gain 
attention for their protest demonstration. This pattern 
has been repeated in a number of other areas of the 
country. 

A complaint came to us from the Framingham area 
that a 14-year old boy had a BB gun he was using on 
every animal that came into sight. The report indicated 
that he had killed several smaller animals and injured 
some larger ones. Although no animal victims could be 
located, our inspectors talked with the boy’s father about 
the complaint. The father freely admitted he had taken 
the gun away from the boy about two months previous 
due to complaints and the cost of repairs to broken win- 
dows. The parents were unaware that the boy had found 
their hiding place for the gun and that he was now using 
it on animals. Through the parents cooperation the gun 
was located and this time it was permanently removed 
from the home. 

A complaint from the Rhode Island $.P.C.A. took 
our inspectors to a riding stable near the Rhode Island 
state line. A horse being boarded at this stable by a 
Rhode Island resident had a severe saddle sore and was 
being ridden in this condition by the owner. The owner 
was warned to stop using the horse in this condition and 
to see that the saddle sore was given proper treatment. 
Another inspection was made a few days later and the 
inspector learned that the horse was under treatment 
by a local veterinarian and was not being ridden. Fre- 
quent visits were made by the League for another month 
until the inspector was satisfied that the sore back was all 
healed and the horse was gaining weight. Routine in- 
spections continue on an indefinite basis at this stable. 

A pony’s plight in Roxbury came to the attention 
of Inspector Richard Flaherty. The pony’s general care

was poor and the owner did not have adequate facilities 
to house such an animal in this location. Mr. Flaherty 
was able to reason with the owner and pointed out the 
impossibility of properly keeping a pony in such a loca- 
tion. The result was that the pony was sold to a party 
that could and did give the pony good care. 

A State Representative called us in November about 


~a pony in his home town about which he had had several 


complaints. He had not seen the pony himself but reports 
stated the pony was without shelter, badly underfed and 
in general was neglected beyond all reason. Our investi- 
gation disclosed that the pony, while not well groomed, 
was definitely well fed and his general care was good. 
However, he did not have adequate shelter of a perma- 
nent nature for the oncoming winter weather. The owner 
was cooperative on this score and arranged to board the 
pony at a local riding stable. The pony was moved the 
next day to his winter quarters. 

Cooperation between our ambulance agents and our 
inspectors is important and the following is a case in 
point. 

Ambulance agent Charles Reed noticed a poultry 
truck on a Boston street with a load of chickens that were 
being improperly transported. He quickly noted the 
name of the company, the registration of the truck anc 
the time and location of his observation. These facts re- 
ported to the League’s Investigation Department en- 
abled Inspector Robinson to visit the owner of the poultr» 
company and warn him of the specific violation so he iz: 
turn could take corrective steps for the future. 

When not actively engaged with the investigatio:. 
of complaints, our inspectors are busy making routin- 
inspections of all types of places where animals are use 
or kept. 

During one such inspection, Inspector Richar: 
Flaherty observed that a pet shop did not have adequa: 
ventilation for their animals. The result was a consta=' 
heavy odor and a group of listless animals. He suggest=: 
to the shop owner that an exhaust fan properly placed =: 
the shop would greatly reduce this problem. His suggé:- 
tion was accepted and the improvement in the entir 
operation of the pet shop was tremendous. 

During the Christmas holiday season, our inspect-> 
delivered over 375 Christmas dinners for horses, a tr2< 
tion for which the League has become widely know: 
They also gave out a number of warm horse blankets ° 
deserving work horses. 

The Quarantine Department has again carried - 
its vital responsibility of examining and quarantining 
animals reported to have bitten anyone in Boston. = - 
though rabies is on the increase in several nearby st2: 
we are fortunate in being able to say that we hav= 
discovered a single case in Boston. 
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This graceful white swan was found strolling on McClellan Highway by East Boston 
Police. Turned over to the League it was returned to Suffolk Downs from whence 
it had strayed.

> OvR FLEET of six animal ambulances have been busy 
-ringing aid and assistance to animals in all sorts of need 
and distress. 
A woman from Watertown called early this winter 
-> request help for a duck that was frozen in the ice on 
> Charles River near the Newton Yacht Club. Agent 
=renton MacKinnon responded to this call in the bitter 
-.¢ weather. He located the duck some distance from 
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the bank of the river and by placing his extension ladder 
on the ice for safety, he was able to inch his way to the 
trapped duck. He managed to free the duck’s feet and 
feathers from their icy trap. The duck was then hurried 
off to our Boston shelter. He was held there several days 
for rest and was then pronounced fit to be released by 
League veterinarians. The following was received a few 
days later from the Watertown lady who made the call 
requesting the rescue of the duck: 

“Enclosed is a check for $5.00 as per my telephone 
conversation yesterday. I called to have a duck rescued 
that was frozen on the ice at the Charles River. Thank 
you for coming so quickly.” 

Another letter received the same month tells its own 
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story rather completely. 

“Again I am very well satisfied with the service 
extended by the Animal Rescue League. Three weeks 
ago, on a very cold Saturday evening I called to have a 
stray cat rescued from a tree in our front yard. Not only 


was the service prompt, but the rescuer, Mr. Charles ~ 


Robertson, was exceptionally efficient and kind in the 
performance of his job. | am enclosing $25.00 for your 
future work.” 

We receive many calls to remove cats from trees and 
in the majority of cases the cats are rescued without too 
much difficulty. Agent Robert Egan ran into a situation 
that presented a little more than the usual challenge. 
This cat had climbed to the top of a tall, slender tree in 
a back alley in the South End of Boston. All efforts that 
could be made by an agent working by himself were to 
no avail due to the location and height of the tree. Mr. 
Egan returned to the shelter, obtained a 110 foot ladder 
and the assistance of two other League employees. This 
team enabled Agent Egan to climb the tall ladder to the 
top of the tree where he was able to rescue a very fright- 
ened and bewildered cat from a perch he had occupied 
for several days. 

A precarious problem was presented to Agent 
Charles Robertson when he was summoned to a Boston 
church to render assistance to an unfortunate sea gull 
whose wing had become pierced by a lightning rod on the 
roof of the church. Mr. Robertson was able to obtain ac- 
cess to the church tower and from this vantage point, he 
was able to free the gull with several extension lengths of 
his cat pole. The bird was not seriously injured and was 
later released. 

Agent William Rennie had a rather busy and ex- 
citing day on Sunday when he was on emergency duty. 
The first call was for a shepherd dog stranded on the 
fourth floor ledge of a building on Massachusetts Avenue 
in Boston. Mr. Rennie was unable to gain access to the 
building in a location that would enable him to recover 
the dog from a window. Since it was feared the dog might 
panic in his fright and attempt to jump off the ledge, 
time was a vital factor. Mr. Rennie was able to obtain 
assistance from the Fire Department which supplied an 
extension ladder that would reach the ledge. Agent Ren- 
nie was then able to climb to the dog’s rescue and carry 
him to safety in true fireman’s fashion on his shoulder. 
Later the same Sunday, the Boston Fire Department 
called on Mr. Rennie for help in removing four kittens 
from a burning building in Haymarket Square. The 
firemen outfitted Rennie with boots, raincoat and helmet 
and took him to the second floor of the building where 
the kittens were hiding. The kittens were removed with- 
out harm. Mr. Rennie learned that the life of a fireman 
is not easy and neither is that of a humane agent. 
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Hot air heating systems have been a danger to c2*: 
on at least two occasions during the past year. In D>: 
cases a cat had found his way into an open duct on = 
upper floor and had fallen into the furnace section of the 
system. Fortunately the weather was warm and <= 
furnaces were not in operation. To remove one Cat it ws 
necessary for our agent to crawl inside the furnace anc =: 
the second case part of the air duct system had to be c's: 
mantled to reach the stranded feline. 


The cat crawled in through an opening in the back of :+ 
stove and was unable to find his way out. In order to =~" 
to this opening, it was necessary for the Boston Gas Con 
pany to disconnect the stove and move it away from t» 
wall. This enabled our agent to reach inside the sto: 
and remove the cat. 

It is not uncommon for squirrels to find their w= 
into a chimney, but getting them out can be a tryin- 
experience that often taxes the ability of the most skill= 
agents. One such case was that of a frisky squirrel w~ 
fell down a chimney in Dorchester. When our agent fr: 
arrived he asked to see the fireplace inside the house w::. 
the hope of being able to open the damper and have th: 
squirrel drop into the box he was holding. This is one - 
the most common methods of solving these proble=: 
Much to his disappointment, the agent was told that =~ 
fireplace had been sealed off and a new wall had be: 
built over it. This meant that the only avenue for resc- 
was from the top of the chimney. The agent climbed * 
the roof and was able to see the squirrel, so he droppec : 
long rope to the bottom of the chimney. Then it beca>-- 
a waiting game for the agent on the roof top. A sher 
while later this technique met with success as the squirr- 
climbed up the rope and out the chimney to freedom az: 
protection in a nearby tree. 

A few simple precautions will help to eliminate t~ 
dangers and problems of wild animals and birds gettix: 
into your chimney. Branches of nearby trees should >: 
pruned away from the house to eliminate this avenue - 
approach by tree-climbing animals such as squirrels a> 
raccoons. The most permanent solution is to install - 
spark arrester cap on the top of the chimney. These 2: 
normally made of a fine mesh wire that will prohibit eve 
small birds from entering the chimney top.

» ONCE AGAIN THIS PAST YEAR our Lost and Found 

“partment has been working to unite lost pets with 

ssi rightful owners. We make every effort to trace any 

ossible identification found on a stray animal that comes 
-5 our shelter. We also try to aid in any way we can 
>erson who has found a lost animal. 

We have mentioned it previously in these articles, 
+s the major problem in restoring lost dogs to their 

ners is the lack of adequate and current identification 
. the dog. A license tag on the dog’s collar is all that 
essential but other identification tags are helpful. 
“abies tags alone are poor identification because it is 
>t possible to trace the owner in every case with such 
-azs. Many times people who have licensed their dogs as 
“se law requires fail to put the tag on the dog and still 
_sre never obtain a license in the first place. Ina number 
-© cases in the past year, returning a dog with a license 
2s complicated by the fact that the license was not a 
--srent one. It most frequently turned out that the 
ner had moved to a new area and had left the old 
“sense on the dog. Several of these cases involved dogs 
-aring licenses from other states. 

We mention all of these facts to simply point out 
‘he importance of all dog owners’ recognizing their re- 
:consibility to have their pets properly licensed and 
Jentified. Perhaps a few sample cases will help to demon- 
«rate the problems and the efforts of our Lost and 
Found activities. 

A bewildered little dog was turned into our shelter 
caring a 1968 dog license tag from East Hartford, 
“onnecticut. We contacted the East Hartford authori- 
-=s and learned the name and address on their records. 
“ve then wrote a certified letter to the owner to insure 
-s2y received notice of the fact we were holding their 
og. Several days went by before a young lady came 
-.-5 our shelter to claim the dog. It seems that she had 
-ecently moved to the Boston area from her parents’ 

-e in Connecticut and brought her pup with her. 
<< obtained a local license for the dog in Boston before 
“aking her dog home again, so that she could be readily 
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contacted in the event the dog strayed away in the future. 
Another little dog came to us with a Provincetown, 
Massachusetts license tag. His owner turned out to be 
a lady who had a summer home in Provincetown and a 
winter residence in Boston. The dog was picked up as 
a stray during the summer and thus she had purchased a 
Provincetown license. Since her permanent address was 
in Boston for 10 months out of the year, she transferred 
the license to Boston and obtained an identification tag 
with her name and summer address for the Provincetown 
area. 

This brings us to an excellent suggestion for all our 
readers to keep in mind for their vacation trips. If you 
travel with your pet on vacation, it is a very wise idea 
to put a personalized identification tag on your pet’s 
collar in addition to his license tag. It is during such travel 
times that pets can easily become hopelessly lost and 
bewildered. These personal identification tags with your 
vacation address can be purchased inexpensively and 
may save many anxious hours for both the pet and his 
owner when they are far from home. 

We have mentioned that we attempt to explore any 
:dentification found on an animal. An example of this 
was a stray dog wearing a rabies tag from a veterinary 
hospital in Buffalo, New York. The hospital was able 
to give us the owner’s name and address in Buffalo. The 
veterinarian was also able to contact the owner’s family 
in Buffalo and they in turn supplied the dog’s new local 
address in Cambridge. In still another case, we sheltered 
a poodle with a license from Maine. We obtained the 
identity of the owner from the Department of Agriculture 
*n Maine and sent him a certified letter. A few days 
later the owner came down from Maine to claim his lost 
pet and was so happy to recover his dog that he gave the 
League a $20.00 donation. He had lost the dog while 
visiting friends in Somerville. 

A rather unusual story resulted when Channel 7 
News came to our shelter and did a story on a stray, 
mixed-breed Pekingese that was about 10 years old. 
Despite two television interviews with League Vice 
President, Earl E. Wentzel, in which the dog played a 
prominent role, the owner was never found. This is not 
to say however that the television appearances did not 
bring forth any response. We received a flood of calls 
and letters from people who were willing to adopt this 
appealing canine. We investigated several new homes 
for the dog and finally selected a wonderful home for the 
dog with a lady in Brookline. Channel 7 presented a 
third telecast of the dog and its mew owner. A truly 
happy ending to the plight of an old, lost dog. 

Dogs and cats are not the only stray animals that 
come into our care. We have had several chickens and 
two lost pigs during the past year.

> Our Pet Placement Department has had a very busy 
and successful 1968. It is pleasing to note that the number 
of adoptions has increased by several hundred over the 
past few years. Although there has been a definite increase 
in the number of adoptions this year, our adoption per- 
sonnel have been more than careful in screening appli- 
cants wishing to adopt pets. 

All applicants are interviewed by our Placement 
Supervisor to determine their experience with animals, 
the type and size of home in which they live, and the 
members who make up the family group. We are con- 
cerned with the ages of children and whether or not there 
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is normally some adult in the home during the day. \¥ 
require some type of positive identification, such as 
driver’s license, to insure the correct location of the hor 
and the identity of the applicant. No animals are giv< 
to minors. Our skilled Placement Supervisor seeks 07>: 
vital information in her conversation with the applica: ” 
She is interested to learn if they have given care: 
thought to having a pet before coming to the League 
is it a spur-of-the-moment idea. When a father anc .

ANIMAL 
CLINIC 


® During the various seasons there are several con- 
ditions which are seen fairly frequently at the clinic or 
encountered in telephone conversations with pet owners. 

In the winter, after snowstorms, there is always an 
increase in the number of automobile accident cases. 
Pet owners should be aware that drivers have more 
difficulty avoiding an animal, and their attention is more 
apt to be on the other driver and road conditions than 
checking for dogs and cats darting from the side of the 
street. Pet owners should also be aware that with very 
few exceptions, the driver is not financially liable for 
treatment of an animal which is hit in the street. For 
these reasons, dog owners would be well advised to keep 
the dog restrained or on a leash, even in communities 
which have no restraining ordinance. 

Another problem created by winter conditions is 
caused by CaCl; which is used to melt snow and ice from 
streets. Pets (cats included) get extremely sore foot pads 
from this; a further complication occurs when the animal 
washes its sore feet, thereby ingesting enough of the 
irritating salt to initiate vomiting. These conditions cease 
when the animal is either kept from areas containing 
salt, or has its feet washed when it returns home. As 
spring approaches, many dogs develop a severe hacking 
dry cough; some gag as though choking on a bone. This 
is a symptom of an upper respiratory condition such as 
tracheobronchitis or pharyngitis. It may be associated 
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with an infectious disease such as distemper, but o%:: 
is an entity in itself. After washing the winter’s accum.. 
tion of grime from the dog’s coat, an owner may let * 
pet out into the still-chilly air before it is thoroughly cr 
Or perhaps a dog, which is watched carefully for =:- 
posure during the winter, is allowed to lie for long per:- 
of time on ground still cold with frost. Both of th: 
situations may lead to symptoms of bronchitis, and w= 
noted, the dog should be treated promptly to get the >< 
relief, otherwise this can be a very prolonged condit::. 

Another very familiar problem at the clinic wh:: 
we associate with spring is that of malnutrition dises: 
of ducklings and chickens which are purchased as Eas:=- 
gifts for the children. These animals have as exact:>- 
a dietary requirement as will be found in any pet, ¢: 
cannot — repeat, cannot— be brought up on bre: 
crumbs and water. To keep them healthy one m-: 
purchase the proper mash, starter food, and/or grain : 
poultry. Otherwise they develop severe deficiency prc 
lems among which is a very crippling disorder where - 
they cannot walk on their deformed legs and feet. Eve: 
year many of these little birds are brought in to be >. 
to sleep when they become too ill to keep. 

As summer approaches there are many calls abc 
baby birds which have fallen from nests. It is very diffic.. 
to feed baby birds, and especially so if the species 
unknown. Each bird is brought up on a different c: 
and there are many ways in which the parent bird ¢- 
livers the food to its young. The best advice is to lez 
the bird alone and let the parent continue to feed i: < 
the ground, unless its safety is threatened by a near- 
cat, etc. 

An animal’s skin shows the effect of dry, or v= 
damp, summer weather. The coat should be brushed «: 
kept clean and free of parasites such as fleas, ticks and +: 
Many summer rashes could be avoided if this acv.: 
were followed. Too many baths have a drying e=: 
on the skin and should be limited to once-a mont 
it is necessary that often. 

Actually, flea dermatitis is more prevalent *: 
August through September or October than earlier 
the summer. Therefore the battle against these p=: 
should continue much longer in the season (into <2 
than many people are aware. It is of benefit to the = 
owner to do this, for once the flea (or tick) begins m». 
plying inside the home it is very difficult to elim:n: 
them. Truly an ounce af prevention is worth a pour: 
cure in this instance.

» Tue Livestock CoNsERVATION DEPARTMENT of the 
ssimal Rescue League, through its Director, again

The scope of this department extends throughout 
-he six New England states. In order to successfully

-xpounding the knowledge and methods involved in 
zood management of livestock. In this release we inform 
sur readers on current topics on livestock, agriculture 
and new ways of handling livestock, with the ultimate 
‘m of more humane treatment. This department sets 
29 exhibits at all possible agriculture shows and fairs 
in the New England area. Here we pass out printed 
-naterial, talk to the public and observe and correct, if 
secessary, the management of livestock at these shows. 
The livestock department also arranges for lectures and

the same educational points on good management 
practices are demonstrated and explained. 

The League’s program of “Careful Handling of 
Livestock” is conducted throughout New England by 
the Livestock Conservation Director. He works through 
State Departments of Agriculture, Land-Grant Colleges, 
Farm Bureaus, Agriculture Fairs, Farm Shows, Humane 
Organizations, Future Farmers of America, 4-H Clubs, 
and Vocational Agricultural Schools. In addition to 
this wide variety of groups, the Director also is a moti- 
vating force at the cattle auction sales, sheep sales, 
slaughterhouses and pregnant mare urine farms. Nor is 
it uncommon for him to appear on radio and television, 
or to lecture to elementary school children. 

One of the reasons for the success of our Livestock 
Conservation program is due to the interchange of 
functions and action with cooperating agencies. The 
League policy of working closely with all segments of the 
livestock industry has resulted in requests for advice and 
direction in the area of good management, careful han- 
dling and humane treatment of livestock connected with 
these agencies. 

We again ask for continued cooperation from all 
agencies and individuals working with and interested in 
livestock and pledge our continued support to them.

HUMANE EDUCATION 


p In recent years there has been a growing emphasis 
toward teaching children kindness to and understanding 
of the animals around them, especially the increasing 
number of household pets. Education is the real preven- 
tive force in the prevention of cruelty; with this in mind 
the League this year increased its education activities. 

Using various live animals as subject matter, Miss 
Caryn White has been conducting pet care classes and 
answering questions about animals in school classrooms 
and with groups in the auditorium at League head- 
quarters. From September through January, Miss White 
visited 17 schools and conducted 26 classes to an audience 
of 1,579 children. Ten groups visited headquarters where 
an additional 282 young people were taught a greater 
understanding of animal life. 

As they have for many years, the League’s puppe- 
teers, Miss Harriet Flannery and Mrs. Gloria Holbrook, 
took the message of kindness and understanding to some 
27,500 children in 62 Greater Boston public and paro- 
chial schools. Our puppets also performed at the Lucius 
Beebe Public Library, Wakefield; Heritage Training 
Center for Retarded Adults, Salem; Summer Headstart 
Program, Baker School, Brookline; Winchester Auxiliary 
of the Massachusetts S.P.C.A.; and the Summer Start

SHELDON BRANCH 


> As may be surmised by one who reads these pages, 
our League staff is called upon almost daily to use its 
ingenuity in rescuing animals. James Wronkowski, our 
agent at the Sheldon Branch in Salem, is no exception. 

One sunny day last summer Mr. Wronkowski’s 
day began with a call from a resident in Swampscott 
to rescue a baby skunk. The little fellow had gotten 
himself into a predicament when, in climbing a fence, 


he apparently had slipped wedging his head between two 


pickets. Agent Wronkowski studied the situation and 
decided the best way to free baby skunk was to secure 
the loop from a cat pole around his body, while at the 
same time lifting his head and sliding him through the 
wider part of the fence. This worked perfectly. 
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One of our pets which was adopted into a new home. 


After freeing the skunk, Mr. Wronkowski noted that, 
although the skunk was very much alive, he was having 
trouble breathing. Placing him in a clearing, our agent 
waited to see if his breathing would return to normal. 
Some minutes later the mother skunk appeared and 
stood by her baby. A few more minutes passed and the 
baby, now completely revived, walked off into the under- 
brush with her mother. 

Mr. Wronkowski’s reaction was, ‘‘I could tell this 
was going to be a good day for me — and God?’s crea- 
tures.” 

Last December Mr. Wronkowski was involved in 
another unusual case. This time he was called to rescue 
three large cats from an elm tree, all perched on different 
limbs. Reaching the scene, our agent placed a ladder 
against the tree and with cat pole in hand climbed the 
ladder. Two of the cats were gently lowered to the 
ground only to scoot right up the tree again the instant 
they were freed. The third cat was immediately placed 
in the waiting owner’s arms. 

Just as Mr. Wronkowski started up the ladder to 
try his luck again to remove the remaining cats, a small 
boy appeared and said, “‘Mister, those two cats are mine 
and they always play in that tree, so please don’t hurt 
them.” Our agent collected his gear and both he and the 
young lad walked away smiling. 

The work of the Sheldon Branch continues under 
the able direction of Superintendent Sherman Bates, 
assisted by his wife Norene. It has been a busy year — 
one of the busiest in the history of the Branch. We are 
particularly pleased with the increased activity in pet 
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adoptions. In 1967 there were 434 pets adopted,

Even though we tried to save him, he drowned. A loss 
like this is tragic and it was not necessary, but the owner 
wanted his dog to enjoy the country. Moral: Your dog 
can enjoy a romp in the woods if you go along to protect 
and supervise his activities. The walk will also do you 
some good. 

““My next request is to parents of children who own 
bows and arrows. Please make it a point to know where 
and why they are using them. We have seen in the Boston 
papers a picture of a seagull with an arrow through it, 
still alive and flying. It is possible, because we have had 
one at the Orleans disposal area for about three months 
in the same condition. The number of calls received from 
interested parties swamped us for a while, and we tried 
desperately to catch, trap or confine our feathered friend 
to no avail. The arrow is protruding equally from both 
sides of his breast, but does not in any way hinder him 
from flying. Should the owner of the arrow ever become 
known, the law, most assuredly, will take its course and 
prosecute him. We feel that the wounding of animals or 
birds unnecessarily can be stopped by parents who care, 
and we appeal to all of you, please place some control 
on any youngsters who might be tempted to do this type 
of thing.
